*‘I can only repeat that 1 find every- 
thin? quiet and condition* materially 
improved, and that without further in- 
formation I ran not understand why 
this proclamation shoiiid have been 
issued."

Miyv.ir Caldwell 
had not made up his mind Sunday 
night what position he would take in 
the matter, bet. judging from his pre- 
vious utterances, it is m. re than prole 
able that lie will lend his personal in- 
fluence to the movement.

THE TORCH. 

Oilmen l.lchtftl I p With the Incrnillurlo'.’ 

Torches It ttln Wrought By Mob,, led 

Mostly By Forcisuern. 

Chicago, July 7 . — Two hundred and 
twenty-five freight ears on *he Pan- 
handle tracks, between Forty-fifth und 
Forty-ninth streets, a distance of about 
one mile, were totally destroyed Hv 
tire between the hours of U a nils o'clock 
Friday night. 

Shortly after 5 o'clock immense 
crowds of men women and boys were 
seen coming from the stockyards to- 
ward the net work of tracks at the 
crossing of Forty-seventh street. The 
mob was augmented every minute by a 
seemingly never-ending string of strik- 
ers and their sympathizers, und about 
fi o'clock fully 4.1)00 people were massed 
along the tracks from Forty-fifth 
street. They were the stockyards 
crowd and intent on a repetition of 
T hursday night's destruction, and the 
few police who remained on duty were 
utterly powerless. 

They were not even noticed by tho 
strikers, who went to work at once. 
“Down the tracks" was the cry. and 
with a rush the mol* started south- 
ward. Bunches of waste were stolen 
from switchmen's shanties and soaked 
with “dope" used in oiling the cars, 
made an excellent torch. At forty- 
seventh street tire cars standing on 
the Grand Trunk tracks were the 
hast to meet destruction. Some of 
them were loaded. This did not deter 
the frenzied crowd from their work, 
and the seals were broken and the 
doors slid back. A bunch of burning 
waste thrown inside quickly ignited ; 
the contents, and in less than three 
minutes the live cars were blazing 
fiercely. 

AVithout waiting to see that their ' 
work was complete the crowd surged 
on. They kept to the Pan-handle 
tracks, and at Forty -ninth street came 
upon six more cars. These were tired 
in a twinkling, and on went the crow d, 
lu the Garfield boulevard yards of the 
Pan-handle fonr tracks were full of 
freight ears, more than half of which 
were loaded. At this crossing is located a 
switchman's tower, and this was first 
tired. Then the mob turned its atten- 
tion to the ears on tiie sidings, but for 
some reason fired but one of them— a 
car of dressed lieef which had been 
started eastward several days ago. 
They suddenly stopped their incen- 
diarism and turned their attention to 
tearing up switches. After a number 
bad been rendered useless ihemobcon- 
tinued on its way southward. 

At Fifty-eighth *1reet is situated ’he 
station house of the combined roads. 
This was fired and quickly destroyed. 

A strong wind was blowing, and the 
flames were quickly spread across 
three or four tracks which were filled 
with ears. The railroad jHs'ple say 
that there were fifty ears there, forty 
of which were loaded. All were soon 
a mass of flames. Alsvnt thirty of the 
ears were filled with cost, a utl 
the heat was intense. Fifteen 
of the cars contained meat 
from the big packing houses of Armour. 
Swift and Nelson Morris. By this time 
the fire department had-been advised 
of the tires further north on the tracks 
and hail sent their for<*es there: but on 
learningof thv-sr i *i Uis lt ' J s«~Tff TtlfiTttTn- 1 
ation at Fifty-eighth street they aban- 
doned their fight further northward 
and came to the scene of the conflagra- 
tion. which promised to be serious. 

Upon the approach of the tire anil 
police departments the mob turned 
alioutand started for the city. On 
their way to Forty-seventh street they 
set fire to all ears that they liad missed 
in their hurried trip southward- No 
water could lie obtained near the Gar- 
field boulevard yards, and the ears 
slowly burned. It was noticed that 
the leaders of the mob were mostly 
foreigners, and. as they retraced their 
st-ps. a few of the leaders started off 
in the direction of the stockyards. A 
number of ho<Hllujns were in the gang, 
and they seemed especially proficient 
in the use of the torch. 

The mob continued its work of de- 
struction on its march to the stock- 
yards. Both gangs again met at Forty- 
ninth and Halstead and continued 
their march to the yards. The 350 cars 
in the yards were completely de- 
stroyed, ami when the mobs reached 
the stockyards they divided up into 
small gangs and separated among the 
big packing houses. It is feared that 
the worst is to come, and -that the 
crazed ruob will destroy the big pack- 
ing houses during the niglit. 

The overworked horses were so ex- 
hausted that it was with difficulty that 
they could l>e forced to walk. The 
firemen iu this district had responded 
to nearly sixty calls during the past 
twentv-fonr hours, anda.sthcy reached 
the scene they were received with jeers 
and curses by a mob of Bohemians, 
Poles and Italians. 

The fireman succeeded in quenching 
the flames before the ears were com- 
pletely destroyed, lint had hardly 
reached tin engine honse again when 
they were called out from the 
same box. The mob had set tire to 
cars again. This time tlu* wornout 
firemen made but feeble efforts to ex- 
tinguish the lilaze. At tl o'clock the 
cars had been reduced to ashes. 

After destroying these cars the mob 
disbanded into small gangs and started 
into the stockyards in half a dozen dif- 
ferent directions. 

Later — A t 1 o'clock Saturday morn- 
ing it was estimated up to midnight 
upwards of 11.00(1 ears, many of them 
loaded, were consumed by tire, and the 
loss will run into the inillious. 

rrnnoypr Support* AltKffld. 

Pokh.axd. Ore.. July 7 . — Gov. Pen- 
noyer. referring to the correspondence 
between Gov. Altgeld and President 
Cleveland, said: 

“When the president asserted that 
federal troops were sent to Chicago iu 
strict accordance with the constitution 
and laws of the United States, he prob- 
ably forgot that by section 5.300 of the 
revised statutes, based upon an old 
common law rule, he is positively re- 
quired to precede the use of troops by 
proclamation. A like noucompliance 
with a like parliamentary requirement 
was one of the causes for which King 
•Charles 1 . of England lost his head.”

in a perfectly accessible region, 
makes it twice as valuable as gold 
that might be taken out of California 
or the ltlack Hills. A mine of enor- 
mous richness is of little value if it 
is in an impenetrable region. The gold 
country of Georgia is in a perfect net- 
work of railways, and the metal can be 
found very near the surface, thus mak- 
ing it easily readied by the miner. 
The water courses that pour down the 
hills give the best possible power, 
labor is cheap and easily procurable, 
and it is necessary to transport the 
ore but a short distance. in Califor- 
nia it was frequently necessary to haul 
it fifty or a hundred miles. The value 
of gold is controlled to a great extent 
bv the cost of its prodnetion. and the 
ore in north Georgia, being particular- 
ly decomposed, is worked with great 
facility. It looks as if nature had con- 
spired to put the enormous amount of 
gold in the hills of Georgia into the 
miner's hands.” 

It has been estimated that the gold 
belt of Georgia is abont one hundred 
miles in breadth. The richest sections 
in this belt have been found to be in 
the counties of Cherokee, Lumpkin. 
White and Dawson. 

A prominent Atlanta capitalist re- 
cently told a writer for the Atlanta 
Constitution some pretty good stories 
about the mines and seems to have 
their whole history at his fingers' 
ends. “There have been traditions 
handed down for generations among 
the Cherokee Indians, who once in- 
habited the northwest portion of 
Georgia." he began, assuming a reflec- 
tive mood, “in regard to the vast quan- 
tities of gold storted away in the old 
red hills of northern Georgia. There 
was an old chief named Cheynagowab. 
who could tel! wonderful stories shout, 
the richness of the Cherokee gold. 
The present location of the Cherokee 
mills was one of the camps of the Span- 
ish invaders, who. under the leader- 
ship of De Soto, invaded Georgia on 
their way to the Mississippi, and after- 
ward on their return to Spain related 
wonderful stories about the immense 
richness of the ore to be found on the 
new continent. The historic Etowah 
river runs through this country, and 
the old chief used to talk a grdat deal 
about the superiority of the ore to be 
found on the banks of the little creek 
that emptied into the Etowah. The 1 
little creek was of such importance ! 
that it bait several different names, 
none of which were at all suitable. 
They called it the ’Rio Creek.' ‘Blanket 
Creek.’ and the natives would fre- 
quently combine the two. and unite on 
‘Rio lllanket.' These names were all ! 
derived from a Spanish souree. and j 
the proper appellation was doubtless 
’Kio Blanquetta.' The Spaniards 
struck a trail along the Etowah, and. i 
keeping the much-named stream in J 
sight, proceeded through the very 
heart of the gold country and passed 
over the sites of the famous Frank- I 
lin, Pasco and Strickland mines, i 
There was an old mine near these ! 
famous ones which was formerly ’ 
worked to one hundred feet below the 
water level and in its time yielded two 
hundred dollars per ton. This mine 
was situated on the little Blanket 
Creek." 

A well-known mining specialist, in 
talking of late discoveries recently, ! 
said: "It seems to be decidedly in the 

range of probabilities that tons of the ' 
precious ore can be taken out of the j 
existing mines or newly opeued veins, 
if the proper machinery is nsed and 
the shafts are sunk deep enough. It is 
a question of international importance 
where we may replenish the fast-de- ' 
creasing supply of the precious metal i 
when the mines now being worked | 
fail. I do not think that government- j 
al aid would be misplaced in opening 
up these valuable lands, but whether 
or not any action is taken by our gov- 1 
eminent, the wonderful resources of j 
the Georgia hills cannot long remain 
undeveloped.”

They have 
been made famous by attending the 
queen and the royal family, have han- 
dles to their names, and charge four or 
five guineas for the first consultation 
and two guineas a visit thereafter. No- 
body knows what their charges are for 
visiting patients at their own houses, 
as they seldom call upon others than I 
royalty. It is the generally accepted 
theory, by the way, that royalty never 
pays, the glamour of the physician's 
name being enough to make the doctor ;

Heidelberg Tnn Oaljr a Krt Iteslda ThU 
I 'arts Monster. 

The Heidelberg tun is completely 
thrown into the shade, and is in fact 
nothing better than a keg as compared 
with the monster that has just been 
turned nut at the Paris “Halle aux 
Vins,” tlie largest emporium of the juice 
of the grape iu the universe. 

This huge cask has a capacity of 
eighteen thousand seven hundred and 
ten gallons and measures twenty-five 
feet in height. The staves, each made 
in one piece, are bound together by 
sixteen iron hoops. 

But the chief peculiarity of this mas- 
terpiece of cooperage consists in its 
internal arrangement. The tun of the 
Paris wine vaults is divided into five 
sections of unequal size, hermetically 
closed to one another, which enable it 
to be filled with five different descrip- 
tions of wine without the slightest In- 
termixture taking place. 

The filling is effected by means qf 
an atmospherical pump constructed on 
a new principle, which sucks up the 
wine through enormous hose pipes and 
conveys it to its proper compartment. 

A lift gives access to the small doors, 
or manholes, in the sides of the vat, 
through which t he workmen are ad- 
mitted for the purpose of cleaning it 
out. When empty the cask weighs 
about eleven tons and ninety -six tons 
after it is filled.
